Jackson, Minn., July 12.—The jury in 
the case of President A C. Townley 
and Joseph Gilbert of the Nonpartisan 
league tonight returned a verdict find.

of conspiracy. They had been indict- 
ed to teach disloyalty 
in tion of the state espionage act. 
Jury Out Pwo Hours. 

The verdict was read by the clerk 
of court at 11:53 p. m. The jury was 
out two hours. Neither Townley or 
Gilbert showed any emotion. 

The jurors announced that they took 
two ballots. The fifst was nine to 
three for conviction. The second was 
unanimous for conviction. | 3 

After receiving the verdict, Townley 
made the following statement: 

“Judges and lawyers may quibble, 
but in the court of public opinion the 
common sense of the people will never 
approve a ruling that says a man may 
merely deny he is disloyal and is for- 
bidden to prove by constructive testi-s 
mony that he'is loyal.” 

The defense asserted that speeches 
by Townley and Gilbert at mass meet- 
ings in Minnesota early in 1918 were 
not disloyal in their references to the 
government and prosecution of the 
war. These speeches were made the 
basis of the indictment, together with 
circulation of the Nonpartisan league's 
so-called war program, over Townley's 


signature. ;

“If this had been granted by th 
court it would have given Townley an 
opportunity to testify before the jury 
as to matters not contained in the evi- 
dence while he was not under oath, and 
without an opportunity for the state to 
cross examine him.” 

“We feel there are enough errors 
in the record to warrant us in pre- 
dicting, if not a new trial, at least 4 
reversal by the state Supreme court,” 
said Attorney George Nordlin of coun- 
sel for Townley .at midnight.

All reports indicate the giant aircraft 
will land at Pulham, England, around 
7 or 8 a’clock this morning, barring 
accidents. 

Landing Place 

PULHAM, England, July 12.—The 
British dirigible R-34, according to a 
message received at the hangar here 
from the air ministry, passed over 
Clifden, Ireland, 600 miles northwest 
of here, at 8:10 p. m., Greenwich time 
[4:10 p. m. New York time]. 

The R-34's landing place was sudden- 
ly dwitched by the air ministry from 
East Fortune, ita starting point, to this 
town because of a storm over Scot- 
land. The atmospheric disturbance 
grew, however, and late today it was 
decided that the R-38, sister craft of 
the history making dirigible, would not 
fly out to meet it, as had been planned. 

About 350 men were ready to aid in 
hauling the R-34 down and housing it 
safely in its hangar. Hundreds of 
Mares will be employed to light up the 
landing field and serve as a guide to it. 
The left Mineola, L. L, at 8 
a m. Greenwich time [midnight, New 
York time, Thursday. Maj. Scott pre- 
dicted just before leaving Mineola that 
it would make the trip in seventy 
hours, 

By changing the landing place to 
Pulham, it was estimated unofficially 
that its trip would total about 3,000 
miles. Its westward course, from East 
Fortune to Mineola, was about 3,200 
miles and was accomplished in 108 
hours 10 minutes. :

Great Variety of Purchases. 
Army goods bought in Great Britain 
comprised almost everything _imagin- 
able, from complete hospital trains 
fitted with operating rooms, diet kitch- 
ens, and contagious cars, to spools of 
sewing thread. By the first of August 
it is expected that the final accounting 
will be ready. Col. James Peirce, in 
charge at the United States army head- 
quarters in London, has a corps of 
seventy-five expert bookkeepers busy 
on the figures. Until they have fin- 
ished it will be impossible to get any- 
thing like exact estimates of the 
amounts paid for and realized on army 
goods bought and later sold there. 
Prices actually received for stuff sold. 
in Great Britain vary from 10 per cent 
to more than 300 per cent of the cost 

price. There is, for instance, a great 
‘demand fot typewriters in London. Of 
the several hundreds sold here, the 
average price received was about 160 
per cent of the cost. Office and other 
furniture also is scarce and in great 
demand. The large quantity sold by 
the army brought somewhat more than 
was paid for it. 3 

Good Prices on Motor Cars. .- 

Some 600 motor cars have been dis- 
posed of in Great Britain. The loss 
after months of service is very small. 

Just before the armistice the army 
was setting up a number of large bak- 
eries and several complete plants for 
making excelsior. The excelsior was 
to have begn used for stuffing soldiers’ 
mattresses. 

Dough kneading and mixing ma- 
chineg. sold for 112 pe® cent of their 
cost. ovens brought somewhat 
less than three-quarters what was paid 
for them. 

On the other hand, the excelsi 
plants cannot be sold to advantage 
‘complete, but must be broken up and 
engines and other machines sold sepa 
rately. reason is that ‘those excel: 
sior plants would produce more ex- 
celsior than any half dozen businesses 
in England could use. °

May Refuse Permit for 
Shore Plans Until the 
Land Is Granted.

Federal air service officials desire 

100 acres of the lake front reserved for 
airplane landing fields. 

In effect, Chicago federal represent- 
atives have recommended that a per- 
mit for the lake-front development be 
withheld until space for aircraft is re- 
served. This recommendation was 
made April 25 by Lieut. Col. L. H. 
Drennan, but became public only yes- 
terday. 
| The lake front development cannot 
proceed until a permit is obtained from 
the secretary of war to fill certain sub- 
merged lands. By the time this land 
is filled in Col. Drennan predicts 100 
acres will be “not only desirable but 


necessary for commercial, city, state, 
and government aircraft.” 


Link to Take Action. 
' Ald. Link will present an amend- 


ment to the pending ordinance at the 
next meeting of the council tomorrow. 
He wishes a site reserved in the 550 
acres proposed for harbor purposes. 
This amendment has no bearing on the 
acceptance of the ordinance by the 
Illinois Central railroad. It will not 
ask the road to do anything or give 
up any right or property. . 

In fact, E. H. Bennett, consultant of 
the Chicago plan commission, thinks 
such a landing field would be of finan- 
cial benefit to the rallroad.' 

He took up this subject with. the 
commission in 1916 and submitted his 
recommendations, although they have 
not been made public heretofore. He 
wrote his ideas for Walter L. Moody, 
managing director, on Dec. 26, 1916. 


Sees Far Into Future.

“In: the light of the experience 
abroad, the development of transporta- 
tion by aviation in this country is like- 
ly to receive a tremendous impetus, 
and if, as has been stated, the time 
between New York and Chicago can be 
cut from the present twenty hour ex- 
press trains to an average of eight 
hours, without excessive cost. it is sure 
to be adopted.

UNITE AGAINST 
EVILS IN SPORT 


Prominent billiardists from the lead- 
ing cities of Illinois will meet at the 
Randolph hotel tomorrow at 2 o'clock 


for the purpose of organizing the IIli- 
nois Billiard association. 

Its object primarily will be to elimi. 
nate the evils generally associated with | 
so-called “ pool rooms,” in which a few 
tables have been a cloak for various 
forms of gambling. 

The roomkeepers who conduct rep- 
utable rooms realize the gambling oc- 
topus may throttle their business if 
not checked, 

Early this year every billiard table 
in Texas, including those in private 
homes and churches were temporarily 
put out of commission by the passage 
of a bill aimed against gambling. Since 
then state organizations with member- 
ships ranging from 50,000 to 100,000 
members have been formed in Texas, | 


Arkansas, Missouri, Indiana, and Mich- 
igan. Illinois will follow suit. 

The association will be formed under 
the auspices of the National Billiard 
Advisory board, of which Thomas 
Foley of Chicago is president. It will 
have a bureau to investigate conditions 
in the billiard rooms and will assist 
the civic officials in closing rooms 
where gambling is permitted. 

In addition to the legislative side, 
the state association plans to promote 
& number .of amateur. tournaments 
next winter-in different sections. 

W. V. Thompson, general manager 
of the National Billiards Advisory 
board, has received word from many 
of the big billiard rooms that they will 
have representatives present tomor- 
row. .

Washington, D. July 12.—Re- 
newed recommendation that manufac- 
turers be permitted by law to fix and 
maintain resale prices subject to re-} 
view by a disinterested agency was 
made by the federal trade commission 
today in a special report to congress.

Must File Schedule. 

Under the commission's recommen- 
dations first advanced in a report to 
congress last December, manufactur- 
ers desiring to fix and maintain resale 
prices would file with an agency to 
be designated by congress descriptions 
of their articles, contracts of sale, and 
the price schedules to be maintained.

Listed Securities Need Light. 

The principal advantage the investor 
can find in listed over unlisted securities 
comes from the supervision exercised by 
the exchange on which they are listed. 
Most exchanges do and all ought to re- 
quire a certain amount of publicity re- 
garding the affairs of all corporations 
whose stocks and bonds are traded in. 
Before admitting a security to the trad- 
ing list most exchanges require the filing 
of a financial report in the same way that 


and for a similar reason. The original 
statement is soon out of date. Therefore 
later reports are required. 

These reports enable the people who 
buy the securities to know what they are 
buying, thus establishing a degree of 
confidence in listed securities as com- 
pared with unlisted. The basis of this 
confidence is recognized in the “ blue 
sky” laws of Illinois and other states 
which exempt listed securities from state 
supervision. 

It is an unfortunate fact that most of 
the securities recently admitted to trad- 
ing on the floor of the local exchange 
have been exempted from the most or- 
dinary requirements of publicity. If 
any statements have been filed telling the 
real conditions of the companies they 
have not been made public and the people 
who are buying these stocks know little 
about their true value. The fact that 
some of the companies have such good 
backing as to inspire confidence does not 
alter the situation. Confidence in the 
management brings high prices, but the 
investor who buys the stock of a good 
company at a price that represents more 
than its real value is worse off than one 
who buys the shares of a poor company 
for less than their fair worth. | 
Investors should insist on having the 
facts. People who buy unknown stocks 
and bonds are gambling rather than in- 
vesting.

To do the job effectively a furrow 
should be opened up with a hoe along 
the row of plants to be watered, or 
several holes made near the roots in 


the case of individual plants. - Then 
fill the furrow or hole with water. In 


this way the water is held in consid- 
erable quantity in contact with the 
roots that carry it up into the plants.

BREAKFAST AND ITS SERVICE. 


HERE is no time of year when 

people are so likely to turn away 

from breakfast in half disgust as 

in warm weather. Even. the 
most inveterate coffee bibber may at 
the breakfast hour think of this bever- 
age as somethings disagreeable be 
cause hot, and al its accompaniments 
in some way objectionable. 

The excitement of a prospective out- 
ing may lead children, and even grown- 
ups, to. think they want no breakfast, 
especially after*® a sweltering, debili- 
tating night, but any intelligently ob- 
serving home manager will know-that 
they will all be more tired: when night 
comes ‘and the children more trouble 
sortie ai day if the normal breakfast is 
not served and eaten. | 

‘When people present to me, as some 
@o, their eating troubles, I alway, won- 
der what sort of a breakfast they have 
and how they react to it. People are, 
you know, getting right down to this 
problem of being rightly nourished as 
the enly way of health.

Breakfast is in more senses than one 
the crucial meal of the day. Some one 
has said: “The city man views his 
work according to his breakfast, his 
wife anticipates her duties bravely or 
dejectedly, and his sons and daughters 
forward through rose or 
gray glasses in accordance with the 
mood of the breakfast hour.” 

It is getting to be much the fashion 
im leading works of fiction today to 
talk as much about food and eating 
‘as Dickens did tn his novéls. This talk 
is, I think, a direct reflection of the 
fact that we are trying to learn to 
make every act of life a pleasant part 
of living, rather than a means to some 
future pleasant end.

People who feel “ faint” by 11 o’clock 
in the morning must from that time 
on draw on their reserve of energy. 
This is a more wastful thing than to 
depend upon a fresh supply. If they 
are trying a no breakfast plan it 
ought to be a warning. The no break- 
fast advocates have represented a re- 
volt from the wrong kind, oar the 
wrong sized, breakfast. It is not won. 
derful to find health writers of 300 
years afivocating no breakfast. A 
breakfast menu of those days puts 
to shame any Thanksgiving menu of 
today, and was far more of a medley. 

If you are trying to raise your stand- 
ard of living, begin with breakfast. 
Look to it. If you are trying to im. 
prove your healtth, begin to consider 
wk:: your breakfast does to you. Some 
people have believed in whipping their 
stomachs into activity. Any sort of 
whipping, {ff constant, is the worst 
sort of discipline. The paths of the 
contents of the breakfast tray should 
pe altogether paths of peace.

‘The head of a large concern is not there 
by divine right to exercise a providential authcrity 
over the help, but because, presumably, he is em- 

ient. 
y The worvers are interested in knowing that he is 
fcient because upon the prosperity of tbe insti- 

a 
tution depends the'r own prosperity. If the man. 
agement is diligent and the workers diligent there 
4s prosperity for all. It is no feudal arrangement 
wherein the boss disposes kingly favors in return 
for patient allegiance. 

The secret of future prosperity lies in codperation 
_of two kinds of workers, the executives and the 
artisans; two hands, each knowing what the other 
doeth. By that means increased profit will argue 


political life. A constitution will. not make itself.

THE METRIC SYSTEM FOR THE 


-U. S. A. 

A correspondent urges the adoption df the metric 
system. We are for it. We also are for the twenty- 
four hour clock. We might be able to stand for a 
little bit of simplified spelling, but every time we 
see the word “thru” there is a revulsion which 
sets the cause of that reform back. 

Simplified spelling might promote accuracy and 
efficiency, but it manages to offend some of the 


offensive that its major faults hide its virtues. 
With the metric system it is different. With 


again we have tradition. Usage and habit are 
dead hands upon us and hard to escape, but there 
is nothing sacred in the yardstick and nothing 
sacred in the a. m. and p.m. There is confusion 
and inaccuracy in the systems they represent. 

Our systerh of measurements is engrained in our 
daily processes so that it could not be got out for 
a long time. Our standards are fixed and they 
could not be abandoned all at once. They might 
disappear in time under the pressure of a bettegs 
system. American artilleriste who served in 
France know what a difference there was between 
the awkward, unreliable system of measurements 
used by the British and the system used by the 
French. 


The French metric system eliminated error by 
its simplicity and conciseness, by its directness 
and accuracy. The British system encouraged 
error and delay. The French could put down a 
shot on any spot on any square kilo-neter in 
France by orders expressed in a few numerals 
which had application to that spot in France and 
to no other. 


American army officers know that the metric 
system is the best system for an army. Its intro- 
duction in the United States might be through the 
army. Then it would have a hold and gradually 
might spread into American use in time. We broke 
away from pounds, shillings, and pence by coining 
the dollar, but we kept the yardstick,

MPLOYERS are being forced to 
realize the horrors as well] as the 
grave perils of monotonous toil for 
the tollers, is a statement made by 

Dr. J. Madison Taylor. Many of the 
large establishments have vacation camps 
to which employés are sent for their vaca- 
tions at a cost well within the medns of 
the employé The firm finds it good busi- 
ness to have the employés spend some 
time on a vacation, and the company out- 
ing camp offers more comforts and en- 
tails leas fatigue than the old go-as-far- 
as-you-please method, 

Taken as a whole, employers realize 
better than employés the grave peril of 
monotonous toil. They need to be urged, 
and in some cases forced, to even a 
greater extent than employers. 

Dr. Taylor says, rightly: “ No accom- 
plishment helps more to keep one in uni- 
form health than to acquire the art of 
resting incidentally. To compensate for 
the daily tire, to give opportunity to the 
cells to recuperate, a daily rest period is 
necessary. The modern physiologies 
carry pictures of brain cells, liver cells, 
and suprarenal cells exhausted and thor- 
oughly rested. In the later the cells are 
full of granules. In the former there are 
no granules. These granules are the 
stored chemicals from which energy is 
coined, Work uses up this storehouse of 
energy in a fashion that can be demon- 
strated microscopically, and when the 
process of exhausting has been completed 
there is a microscopic picture differing 
essentially from that of the same cell 
after rest.” 

For the ordinary man, eight hours’ 
sleep is ample to recharge the body cells. 
This everybody knows but not everybody 
acts on. When the New York City health 
department made a physical examination 
of its employés a few years ago they 
found some of them with mild degrees 
of Bright's disease and heart leaks, with 
incomplete compensation, both the result 
of “ being on the streets until all hours 
of the night, engaged ‘in occupations di- 
rectly responsibie for their disorders.” 


The examiners gave it as their opinion 
that the majority of these disabled people 
could be cured, or freed from their symp- 
toms at least, if they would go to bed at 
& regular early hour and get eight hours 
of restful sleep. If the eight hour rest 
+ period is not sufficient to wipe away the 
effects of tire, then one should arrange 
for one or more brief rest periods during 
the day. Fifteen minutes of complete 
relaxation, complete letting-go, may suf- 
fice. Some persons can gain this by sit- 
ting very quietly for fifteen minutes, 
preferably with the eyes closed. 


Physical and mental relaxation is es- 
sential. Some take the rest period lying 
down, some sitting. I have in mind one 
man of enormous activities and respon- 
sibilities who sleeps twenty minutes after 
his lunch. He has trained himself to go 
to sleep instantly upon lying down and 
to awaken at the end of twenty minutes. 


Dr. Taylor compares this daily resting 
and working with the actfon of the heart. 
The heart beats violently seventy times a 
minute during every hour of life. Appar- 
ently it never rests. But immediately 
following the beat there is a distinct rest 
period, long enough for the nerves and 
muscle fibers to store up as much energy 
as was used up in the beat. ’ 
Most of the organs of the body have 
a different method of working. They 
have a longer working period, followed 
by a longer rest peridd. The human 
body, taken as a whole needs both kinds 
of rest—the dally essential rest period 
and the change and diversion and fresh- 
ening which vacations bring. The neces- 
sity for the daily rest is both mental and 
physical. 


The advantage of a periodic vacation 
pertains to the mental and social. It is 


return from his vacation is in poorer 
physical condition than when he went 
away. To get the good out of a vacation, 
it must be carried out in a spirit of play. 
That is essential, and the vacationist who 
cannot get the spirit of play into his va- 
cation loses more than he gains. Let no 
one forget that to the man who needs it 
most play is not a natural procedure, 
and whenever he, like a plow horse, at- 
tempts to cavort, he is liable to stumble 
and sear his knees. 

To make the world safe for the vaca- 
tionist in this season, when making the 
world safe is a popular theme, I set down 
some “don'ts,” or, rather, some precau- 
tions, which will add to the comfort and 
safety of doing. 

Many vacationists pick up typhoid 
fever. In fact, most health departments 
now have a classification known as “ va- 
cation typhoid.” If a vacationist is going 
into a very dangerous region, he should 
take a dose of typhoid vaccine. Typhoid 
vaccine is now put up in oll! for those who 
prefer it that way, and the entire treat- 


, Ment is given as one dose. 


Vacation typhoid is generally water 
borne. The clearest, prettiest, tastiest 
waters are the most dangerous.

An excellent package is that 
prescribed by the United States army. It 
consists of a few articles packed in a 
sealed tin can somewhat smaller than a 
sardine can. To open this can, it is only 
necessary to pull a ring. This first aid 
packet can be had in drug stores,

Have had trouble with liver and infam- 
mation of the gall bladder, but keep my | 
bowels open by drinking bay salt water. 
Have taken sulphur tablets now for two 
months, but broke out just the same. I 
wash with soda water and rub with cocoa 
butter. Am very nervous. Little things 
I did not formerly notice now grate on 
my nerves, and I want to cry, but I only 
cry hard, dry sobs that leave me worse 
than before. I am very unhappy.” 

REPLY. 

A lack of mental poise would be a con- 
tributing cause. In some cases meat is the 
cause. The cause of hives is sometimes 
wheat flour. It may be some ordinarily 
wholesome food. The only policy to follow 


is to continue changing your diet until you 
locate the cause.

More than this, it was transplanted 
to Rome and enjoyed there an extended toleration. The reasons for its decline 
and virtual extinction are numerous and interesting, but we need notice only 
those that have a parallel today.» The acoustic properties of ancient theaters 
were poor and the lines of the dramatist did not get across to a large part of 
his audience. Many in these audiences were comparatively illiterate, and this, 
combined with the medley of languages which passed current in-Rome, made 
the problem of the dramatist difficult. 

The old plots had become hackneyed, nor was it easier then than now to 
invent new ones or to make the old ones pass by dint of vamping new dialogue. 
They could better be sauced with music, quickened with dancing, and told in 
the language of pantomime, which then as now was universally understood. 
That the demand was intelligent we firmly maintain, for surely the first func-” 
tion of intelligence, a function which some of our intellectuals sadly fail of 
performing, is to demand the intelligible. At any rate this demand developed 
the Roman mime, a form of varied content which had much in common with 
our two surviving forms, the cdimic opera and the movie. The mime had 
words, at Jeast in most cases, but these mattered little. Music was of much 
more importance. Of the very first consequence was brisk action with bril- 
liant pantomime, especally of the comic variety. Of course there were tragic 
mimes and esthetic mimes, full of lascivious dances and sensuous posturing, 
but what seem to have flourished most of all, the mimes at which Caesars 
goggled and vestals giggled, were the Chaplinesque and Arbuckle sort. 

HAT exactly were the characteristics of these harlequinades? Re- 
mains are scant, as is natural where the text was of such small im- 
portance, but literature reflects the mime to a considerable degree. 
Says Marcus Cicero, a serious man who liked his mime, by way of commenting 
on a contemporary roughhouse: “ Why, sirs, it was like the windup of a mime 
in which somebody cuts and runs, the orchestra jazzes up, down,comes the 
curtain.” Petronius Arbiter in his Satiricon reproduces the technique of the 
mime. The comic chase, so dear to our movies, is a common device. So, too, 
is the grand mélée or fracas in which everybody indulges. Harthen pots are 
used as missiles, doors are slammed to and fro, and the breaking of dishes is 
a constant source of humor. Among classical contacts we do not note that 
of custard and costard, but this only because the custard pie is a product of 
later civilization.

Then, some time ago, I ran across 
the following account of American sol- 
dier students in Paris. I give it here 
because it shows to a certain extent at 
least the help that the Y. M. C. A. was 
to these men and the type of oppor- 
— offered to those qualified to ac. 
cept: 

Twenty ateliers beneath the Beaux Arts in 
the Latin quarter of Paris are open again, 
with the khaki of the A. E. F. dominating 
the studios: presided over by the most dis- 
tinguished architects, painters, and sculptors 
in France. -For nearly five years the ateliers 
have been closed, as all the students and 
most of the masters donned the light blue 
and went to the front. No one knew when 


the arte would again hold sway, or who 


would remain to study or to teach. 

Certain far seeing men serving with the 
American expeditionary forces, and who were 
interested in education and the arts, even in 
the days when every ounce of effort and power 
were being expended to keep the boche from 
Paris, looked ahead to the day when the 
univeréities and studios might be reopened. 
They planned to the end that those y sg 
Americang who had come to France to dent 
might have the advantages of study in Eu- 
rope when fighting ceased, provided they 
were qualified and interested. 

A group of educators in the Y. M. C. A. 
service, headed by Prof. John Erskine of 
Columbia university; codperating with other 
educators who were administering the Uni- 
versity union—a university Gub set down in 
Paris to serve American university men among 
our expeditionary forces—made the prelimi- 
nary arrangements with the French schools. 
Arrangements were also made with the army 
so that not long after the signing of the 
armistice it was made possible to detach 
those soldiers who wished to attend school 
in Paris. allowing them te pursue their 
studies while still carried on the army Trolls. 

The Y. M. C. A. ‘also made arrangements 
to certify to the fitness for entrance. An

The Milky Way extends ina com- 
plete belt all around the sky. “The 
winter part is dull and uninteresting, 
but the stream which we now see all 
night long is full of wonderful clusters, 
knots of stars, and those mysterious 
stellar graveyards, the dark star flelds. 


The stars and constellations which 
lie in front of the Milky Way serve 
as guides and identification points. 
Beginning nearest the north pole, the 
Millay Way constellations of the sum- 
mer sky are Cassiopeia, Cepheus, Cyg- 
nus, Aguila, Serpens, Sagittarius and 
Scorpio. 


by the naked eye, which ceases re- Near. the upper part of Cygnus, 


sometimes called the Northern Cross, 
the Galaxy splits into two streams. 
One continues straight on through the 
body of the cross, into Aquila, and 
finally: breaks into numerous. bright 
star clusters down near the tail of 
the Scorpion. The other runs down 
by Altair and into Sagittarius, and 
finally disappears beneath the southern 
horizon. 


Our knowledge of what ‘the Milky 
Way is has been greatly increased by 


like wisps of light which dot the sky, 
called spiral nebulae. 
° 

nebula, as its name suggests, 
looks like a .bit of gauzy cloud, and 
some nebulae actually are gaseous, but 
the spiral ones, from the best evidence 
available, are made out of suns. What 
kind of a cloud must it be whose com- 
ponent droplets are great blazing 
spheres the size of stars! 

These phantom vortices seem to be 

flat, disc-like objects, each with a cen- 
tral nucleus of suns, and surrounded 
by coiled arms of trailing star clouds. 
Some are tipped toward us, and others, 
whose edges lie in our line of sight, 
have dark rifts running through them, 
revealing that there are dark, dead 
stars on their rims as we find them 
in the Milky Way. 
* The suns in these nebulae prob- 
ably each have their planets, which 
cannot be much different from those of 
our own solar system. We know that 
their substances are the same as those 
we find on earth. Iron, magnesium 
and calcium abound on every one of 
these nebulae, and if by some means 
Wwe were transported to a suitable 
planet in one of them, conditions 
would not be radically different from 
thosé on earth. 

One of the most curious things which 
astronomy has revealed is that every 
star, world, or bit of rock, large or 
small, is built on exactly the same 
pattern. 

The stars about us and the Milky 
Way mdéake just such a system as these 
far off nebulae, for our universe itself 
is a spiral nebula. Our sun lies near 


the center, and the myriads of stars 


which twinkle in the sky form the 
nucleus of the nebula, about which 
the coiled arms revolve.
